No details, the Navy said, arr yet available on circumstances 
of the loss of the ships, which probably carried a total of about 
3.900 men. 


A large portion of this total personnel was aboard the light 
carrier Princeton from which Admiral Chester Nimit/. Pacific 
flee’ commander, ha^ said more than 1,300 officers and men u ric 
rescued. 
The lost carrier escorts each carried a complement of prob­ 
ably 1.000 men, and each had a quadron of more than 21 planes. 
Destroyers carry a normal complement of about 200 men. and

Need Rest? Mayb e So and Mayb e Not

IT IS THE intention of this 
as possible to 
colu mn as often 
bring to its readers accou nts of 
tho latest adv ances in medicine. 
Some week s this is not possible be­ 
cau se these adv ances arc too tech­ 
nical: they are of interest only 
to the p racticing p hy sician be-

cau se they deal with discases of 
su ch rarity that they wou ld not 
be of general interest, or new 
treatments that only the p hy si­ 
cian shou ld be allowed to p re­ 
scribe, and to p resent them to the 
p u blic wou ld be only to p ander 
to a morbid cu riosity . 
Bu t this week I find that the 
boy s hav e been discu ssing the 
latest thing and it mu st be be­ 
cau se it is right on the first p ages 
of the Jou rnal of the American 
Medical Association. It is also 
something I can let my pu blic in 
on, becau se it is something y ou 
all k now abou t, or ou ght to k now 
abou t. For this brand new su bject 
that the boy s hav e been discu ssing 
is that they want to k now what 
rest is. 
You wou ld think that doctors 
wou ld k now what rest is. They 
say to abou t ev ery third p atient — 
“ Well, y ou go home and rest and 
eat a light diet, and tak e this p re­ 
scrip tion. What y ou need is a 
good night’s sleep and some rest." 
Yes, they hav p been say ing that 
often enou gh so y ou wou ld think 
they k new what they meant. Bu t 
here they tu rn u p and want tc 
k now what rest is. 
Rest and Su p p ression 
Then they think that rest ha* 
been v ery mu ch sou sed. We hav e 
u sed too mu ch of it in the p ast. 
The cardinal adv ice to a p atient 
with heart disease was alway s 
p lenty of rest, bu t here the lead 
off article is abou t the abu se of 
rest for su ch p atients and adv ice 
that gradu ated ex ercise is a good 
thing for them. 
If there has been any one thing 
that has been imp ressed on the 
American people since the day * of 
Wier Mitchell it is the adv antage 
of the rest treatment for nerv ou s 
inv alids. 
Bu t 
here 
comes 
my 
friend, Dr. Karl Menninger, of 
Top ek a, in a v ery sensible article 
and say s that su ch su p p ression is 
the worst thing that can hap p en 
to many p atients whose nerv ou s­ 
ness is ju st an attemp t to find an 
ou tlet for their p ersonality . 
Dr. Menninger has some good 
news for middle aged to elderly 
p eop le who p erhap s are labelled 
“high blood p ressu re" and p ro­ 
ceed to be laid on the shelf ay 
their doctors and families and 
bu siness associate*. The “ rest” 
that is p rescribed for these people 
Dr. 
Menninger think s is p oor 
ju dgment; that what they need is 


to be allowed to satisfy their ag­ 
gros* v e tendenci s as mu ch as 
possible. All of which, as I say , 
seems to me v ery hu manitarian 
and sensible. In my ex p erience as 
a consu ltant I hav e rescu ed many 
an old rep robate from the mini- 
stratioifcs of a too conscientiou s 
y ou nger colleagu e, from, in his 
own words, “ this blank ety blank 
bed, and this blank ety blank v et­ 
erinary and this blank ety blank 
fru strated female who k ep t giv ­ 
ing him nothing bu t a glass of 
bl a nk e t y bla nk milk e v e ry 
blank ety blank hou r.” 


Resea rch on Rest 


Bu t all I hav e ,ot to say now 
that I hav e retired is that if any of 
these high p ressu re boy s get the 
steam u p and giv e way to their 
aggressiv e tendencies I hope it will 
not be sn the cafe where I am. 
W ell, w he n t he boy s got 
throu gh abu sing rest they began 
to ask ju st what rest really is— 
p hy sical and p sy chical. And Dr. 
Menninger su ggested that nex t 
y ear they renew the sy mp osiu m 
and start ou t by defining rest. 
Well, I can help ou t on that sy m­ 
p osiu m to the ex tent of telling them 
where rest isn t. It isn't any where 
near any hosp ital k nown to me 
w.th the motor cars and street 
cars beginning at fiv e a. rn., and 
the lou d sp eak er Warring for “ Dr. 
Johnson,” and the nu rse coming 
in at sev en a. rn. and p u tting her 
clammy hand u nder the nice warm 
cov ers to grab jou r wrist and tak e 
y ou r p u lse! 
And those sp onge 
baths m bed. That is not rest— 
p hy sical or psychica l. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


W. B.: — Some time ago y ou 
p rinted a p rescrip tion for a dan­ 
dru ff lotion.
